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ALBERTA BUSINESS TRENDS 

Estimated Albertafarmers' cash receipts from farming operations in 1970 amounted to 
$709 million, down 3. 2%from the $732 million realizedin 1969. The declinein net cash receipts 
is due mainly to substantialrepayments of cash advances on farm stored grains, and consider- 
able reductions in Canadian Wheat Board participation payments and dairy supplementary pay- 
ments. 

Total cash returns to producers of livestock and products amounted to $440 million; an 
increase of 1. 8% above 1969. Much of this increasewas due tothe greater value of sales ofhogs. 
Although average hogprices were below those ofthe previous year, marketings were sufficiently 
high to result in a 10% increase in cash receipts. 

Year end figures for value of coal productionin Alberta show anincrease of almost 100% 
over the previous year. Sales of crude oil, natural gas, propane and butane in the first eleven 
months of 1970 increased by 17%, 24%, 24%, and 14% respectively. Production of crude oil 
(including synthetic crude, condensate and pentanes plus) averaged 1. 2 million barrels per day 
in November; the highest monthly production since January, 1970. Production ofsynthetic crude 
oil to the end of Novernber, 1970 was up 18% over production in the January - November, 1969 
period. 

The building construction industry in the province registered a significant decline in 1970, 
with value ofbuilding permits down, compared to 1969, in all except the Institutional and Govern- 
ment category. The total value of building permits issued during the year amounted to $417.7 
million as compared with $494.3 millionthe previous year. Dwelling startsinthe province de- 
clined 31% from 1969 and completions were down 2%. However, loan approvals for new and 
existing housing increased by 65% and 27% respectively, which may offer hope for improvement 
in the 1971 construction season. 

Wholesale trade in December, 1970 registered a 6% increase over December 1969 to 
raise the cumulative total for the year to a level 1.3% above that of the previous year. Retail 
trade over the first eleven months of 1970 was 0.5% lower than in the corresponding period of 
1969. Advance indication is that December sales were only slightly higher than a year earlier, 

The Edmonton - Calgary consumer price index rose 0.2% between December, 1970 and 
January, 1971to alevel 2.3% above that ofa year earlier. Allindexes increased over the month 


with the exception of the housing and the recreation - reading indexes.

Registrations of electric meters in Alberta totalled 499, 153 as at December 31, 1969. 
Natural Gas meter registrations numbered 311,040. The comparative figures for 1968 are 


480,875 and 295, 695 respectively. 


There were 55, 527 motor vehicle accidents in Alberta in 1969, up from 46, 616 in 1968. 
A total of 468 persons were killed and 11,405 were injured during the year. Property damage 
amounted to $29.6 million. Alberta had the second highest accident ratio per million vehicle 


miles among the provinces and territories. 


The 1968 allocation to Alberta of taxable income of corporations amounted to $460, 000, 000 
or 7.8% of the total corporate taxable income in Canada. Allocation by industry group is as 
follows: Agriculture, forestry and fishing - $7. 0 million; Mining - $49. 1 million; Manufacturing - 
$113.3 million; Construction - $40.6 million; Transportation, communications, and other util- 
ities - $64.5 million; Wholesale trade - $53.3 million, Retail trade - $49.3 million; Finance - 


$54. 1 million; Services - $28.6 million. 


Of the 159.2 million acres ofland in Alberta, 100.9 million acres or 63.4% is classified 
as forest land. Productive forest lands cover 74.6 million acres, of which 67.3 million acres 
are provincial crownlands, 5.2 million acres are federalcrownlands and 2. 1 million acres are 


privately owned lands. The area of water in the province is 4. 2 million acres. 


Provincial revenues from motor vehicle registrations, motive fuel taxes and other re- 
lated revenues for the fiscal year ending March 31, 1971 totalled $104.3 million. Motor vehicle 
and operators licences and fees contributed $22.6 million; motive fuel taxes accounted for $78. 7 
million, and fines forinfractions of motor vehicle acts amounted to $1.3 million, The average 


government revenue per registered vehicle in 1969 was $142 as compared to $131 per vehicle in 


1968. 


Gross sales of gasoline for motive purposes in Alberta amounted to 991, 7 million gallons 


in 1969. The increase over 1968 was approximately 28 million gallons.

A recent survey conducted by the Economic Research Branch of the Department of Industry 

and Tourism, concludes in ''Executive Report - 1971" that: 
"The outlook for 1971 is for recovery and growth more in 
line with economic growth potentials." 

Approximately 73 per cent of the surveyed group of almost 300 Alberta business executives 
forecast increases in sales revenue; 56 per cent expect increases in prices; and 59 per cent 
anticipate profit gains.
